Of the three bodies dead, one was a man, said to be 
manager of the hotel; another a woman, and the third 
was so badly burned it had not been determined wheth­ 
er it was that of a man or woman. 
The loss had not been estimated early today, nor 
had the cause of the fire been determined.

The section of the National De­ 
fense Act to which Attorney General 
Palmer refers in his istatement of 
the Government position relative to 
the proposed coal strike as defining 
such a strike as unlawful is Section 
4, Chapter 53, the text of which is 
as follows: 
“It is hereby made unlawful 
tor any person wilfully to de­ 
stroy any" necessary article for 
the purpose of enhancing price 
or restricting the supply there 
of knowingly to commit waste 
or wilfully to permit or fail to 
prevent the deterioration of 
and necessaries in connection 
with production, manufacture 
or distribution; to hoard, as 
defined in section 6, any nec­ 
essaries; 
to 
monopolize 
or 
attempt to monopolize either 
locally or generally any neces­ 
saries; to engage in any dis­ 
criminatory or unfair or any 
deceptive or wasteful practice 
or devise or make any un­ 
just or unreasonable rate or 
charge in handling or dealing 
in or with necessaries; to con­ 
spire, combine, agree or ar­ 
range with any person (a) to 
limit the facilities for trans­ 
porting, 
producing, 
harvest­ 
ing, 
manufacturing, 
supply­ 
ing. storing or dealing in any 
necessaries; 
(b) 
to 
restrict 
the supply of any necessaries; 
(c) to restrict the distribution 
of any necessaries; (d) to pre­ 
vent, limit or lessen the man- 
ufactnre or production Qf any 
necessaries, or (e) #to exact 
excess prices for any neces­ 
saries or to aid or ^ibet the 
doing of any act made unlaw­ 
ful by this section.” 
The penalty provided for violation 
of the act is a fine of not more 
than $10,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than five years, or both.

allies. His reply is that this country 
is taking no active part in
